British Columbia, the 
ITemier observes, can have no pos¬ 
sible objection to the restoration of 
the Crow's Nest rates on all com¬ 
modities provided they apply on 
goods moving In both directions.

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AN INDECENT EXHIBITION 

S OlCtE of the Provinci.U apparently art not 
satisfied with either the attendance that 
they sire getting at their meetings or the response 
they are receiving from the electorate. This, 
they seetrt to think, is due to the quality of the 
mud they have been throwing, so they have 
decided to make it dirtier and thicker in the 
hope .that it will stick better. 

• Yesterday, evening their head-liner, Mr. 
lyicPhillips. the Vancouver lawyer who 
retreated ingloriously from the P.G.E. Com¬ 
mission in its early stages, indulged in a tirade 
iff vilification and abuae in contrast with which 
tjie purple epithets of The Searchlight are 
flagrant bouquets. He assailed M r - Justice 
Qalliher in terms which wiil incur for Mr. 

Me Phillips the deserved contempt of every 
(Recent, fair-minded citizen who hears or reads 
the report of them. 

! A lawyer who abuses his opponent in a 
court case is presumed to overstep the bounds 
of professional ethics. What is to be said of 
m lawyer who abuses the judge because he gives 
a decision unfavorable to that lawyer's side? 
Even a hoodlum worsted in a street-comer fight 
is sportsman enough to accept the verdict of the 
referee when there is one. 

Mr. Justice Galliher is not a participant in 
this campaign. His position debars him even 
from replying to the contemptible attack upon 
Ifim. He is a judge of unimpeachable fairness 
mid integrity and his conduct of the P.G.E. 
inquiry won expressions of appreciation from 
cpunsel on both sides—with the exception of 
Mr. McPhillipe who had abandoned his post 
it the early stages. More than that, he is the 
embodiment of upstanding manliness and 
courtesy, qualities of which Mr. McPhillips, on 
lut night’s showing, must be glaringly deficient. 

• Having been indecent enough to attack the 
Judge it was not surprising that Mr. McPhillips 
should' refer to the Premier as an "ignorant 
old man" or that one of his colleagues on the 
platform, a man who has supported all three 
parties in a short time and eventually will be 
found supporting the others as they arise, freely 
indulged in such expressions at "proven liar” 
and "lying grafter.” 

By these tactics the Provincial Party, which 
calls itself the party of political "purity" and 
political uplift, is doing its best, or its worst, to 
lower the standard of public life. It is a poor 
case which has to be buttressed by tactics of 
this kind, by personal abuse and baseless 
insinuation. 

There must be. indeed, a tremendous itch 
for office on those behind the Provincial Party 
which forces its champions to resort lo such 
desperate means. Why all this savagery in the 
cause led by General McRae, who never until 
the Provincial Party was organized, manifested 
the slightest active interest in the political affairs 
of the country? Why all this sound and fury? 

(-OMMON SENSE ABOUT THE KINC 

T HE attitude of the British Labor Party 
towards Royalty, as defined by Mrs. 
iHiilip Snowden in an article in The Spectator, 
ia held up by The Ottawa Citizen as an 
excellent example of British common sense. 
The Labor Party is theoretically republican, 
she states, but republicanism has-never been a 
plank of that party. The sane comment 
fallows: 

• Unless It la possible to show that mon- 
larchy la re.pon.lble tor the existence of 
J poverty the endeavor to remove It and 
Ichanxe It for some other form of govern- 
— - intent would he sheer waste of time 

It has been demonstrated in Great Britain 
that radical thought can find expression under 
a! monarchy just as effectively as it can in the 
United Stales or France under the republican 
form of government. The tame can be said 
of the monarchies of Norway and Denmark. 

Greece has lately changed from a king to 
a president, but there is very little evidence that 
social justice will reign in the Greek republic 
any more than it did in the Greek kingdom. 
British common sense is reflected pre-eminently 
l ia the British constitutional monarchy, and King 
George V has earned the confidence and loyalty 
of the British people -throughout the Common¬ 
wealth to an exemplary degree. 

UNANIMOUSLY APPROVED 

O UR morning contemporary hat made up 
its mind that "the Province stands to 
l4te a considerable sum by its venture into the 
realm of undertaking to assist industrial develop¬ 
ment financially." 

. v# ■Nobody, eve* , siip pn »d »b*«-<^Pap«rt» s 
men! of Industries would be a money-maker. 
Under normal conditions a venture of this kind 


would be about the last business upon which a 
Government would embark. 

But conditions were not normal. When 
the Act to create a Department of Industries 
was introduced in the Legislature on March 
29, 1919, the Government found itself virtu¬ 
ally obliged to bow to a condition which never 
would have existed if the authorities ,t Ottawa 
had prepared more intelligently for the men 
who were returning from France in large 
numbers. 

It was not the time for recrimination. The 
members of the Canadian F.xpeditionary Force 
who had done such magnificanl w%rk on the 
battlefield were entitled to immediate re¬ 
establishment in civil life. There was no 
promise that national machinery would be 
sufficient at that time, or that effective national 
projects could be launched early enough to 
prevent what had eVery appearance of certain 
hardship for those who had least occasion lo 
expect it. 

. Consequently the Government, never for an 
instant taking kindly to its role of industrial 
wet nurse, stepped into the breach and dealt 
courageously with the first of the war’s reactions 
to make itself felt in this part of the world. 

In the principle of this proposal Mr. 
Bowser and his colleagues, the people of the 
Province and practically every shade of thought, 
were in hearty accord and the measure was 
remarkable for its prompt and harmonious 
passage to the statute books. 

The morning paper very naturally prefers 
to forget the atmosphere in which the Depart- - 
ment of Industrie* was born, ft merely growls 
now because out of more then three score of 
industries assisted ‘about thirty of them are 
behind in their interest payments. 

People who have given any thought to this 
part of the public service will mervel that it has 
been a* successful as the records show. It was 
a determined attempt to shoulder, end shoulder 
effectively, an obligation which rightly belonged 
to the nation as a whole. However, together 
with the other progressive undertakings which 
the Oliver Administration has sponsored, it has 
played its pert in that general development of 
British Columbia which has pieced the credit 
of the Province on a per with the Dominion of 
Canada and higher then most of the Provinces. 

The Colonist says the Department has 
loaned $1.176,694 to assist sixty industrial 
firms. It also says that interest is behind to the 
extent of $84,508.49. 

But there ere no dotes in British Columbia. 

ALDERMAN TODD. PESSIMIST? 

A lderman todd u*d to pride 

himself on his optimism. That, of 
course, was before he threw down his political 
gage.

No longer is he unreservedly optimistic. Luten 
to his tale of woe. 

"If the old party system is continued, there 
is nothing ahead of this Province but destruc¬ 
tion." These ere Alderman Todd’s own 
words. 

What is going to happen if Mr. Oliver is 
returned—-as. of course, he will be? Let us 
tell Aldermen 1 odd one or two things that he 
may expect if Conservative and Provincial 
remain second and third parties respectively: 

Victoria will share in the general advantage 
which 'wilt accrue to the -Province "by better 
freight terms: Victoria will grow as the credit 
of British Columbia remains high in the money 
markets of this continent—highly dependent 
upon the continuity of the financial policy which 
has been responsible for putting it on such a 
satisfactory basis; Victoria will profit by the 
continuance of the Government’s plans to get 
more people into this part of the world: Vic¬ 
toria will get more tourists — and Alderman 
Todd is very interested in this business—as the 
Province develops under progressive and safe 
government. 

No; we fear that Alderman Todd's 
customary optimism is only imperfectly obscured 
by a very thin coat of political veneer.

Alderman Todd, Andrew Wright, A. G. 
Smith and Alderman E. S. Woodward will be 
apologizing for the political company they keep 
before very long. What do they think of the 
platform style of some of their co-workers for 
political purity as exhibited last night? 

It was hardly to be expected that Mr. 
McPhillips would spare the press in his tirade 
'of abuse yesterday. He said the newspapers 
had been subsidized by Foley, Welch h 
Stewart. As far as this newspaper is con¬ 
cerned that accusation is wilfully and utterly 
false, directly or indirectly.

The French Empire in the 
New World 

JT was the sunlit morning of June 14, 1971. 

On a hill overlooking the foot of the rapids 
of 8t«. Marie, where Lake Superior tumbles 
Into Lake Huron, squatted a great concourse 
of savages from many Western nations: Potta- 
watonlea, Sacs. Wtnnebagoes, Menomlsalngs. 
Foxes, Mascoutlns, Kicks poos. M lamia. Crees, 
OJlbways, Ntpisslngs, Beavers. Amlkouea, Mon* 

| eonls, in addition to tha Saulteura, whose home 
was there. In the centre of the conclave stood 
an officer of France. Simon Francois Daumont 
de Saint-l.usnon. About him gathered the 
lithe, swarthy Frenchmen of his party, fifteen 
of them, among whom were Louis Joliet, soon 
to become famous as the discoverer and 
explorer of the Mississippi, and Nicolas Parrot, 
the Interpreter, master of Algonquin dialects, 
master of woodcraft and the vagaries of Indian 
mentality. It was the latter who had vlalted 
these tribes as envoy with invitation and per¬ 
suasion to ussemble here. Close by stood tha 
Jesuit missionaries, all brilliant In their prieatly 
vestments—Fathers Claude Dablon, Gabriel 
DruUettes, Claude Alloues. Louis Andre. 

The occasion was a solemn one. By com¬ 
mand of tha representative of tha King of 
France hie officer was in the act of taking 
possession In Hla Majesty’s name of all the 
region of the Western lakes, and heyond to 
South and West. By this ceremony ha was 
attempting to engrave upon th* land and water 
the unstable minds of the savage nations, upon 
history tha fact that all this vast area was 
now, henceforth and forever under tha away 
and dominion of tha Great Louis and hts heirs. 

/*\N the ground lay a great cross of wood 
^ Grunts and guttural monosyllables ceased 
among the savage chiefs, a huah fell as, all 
eyes fixed upon him.

When Amen had died away. Saint-Lusaon 
came forward sword In hand, held aloft a sod 
of earth In his other hand, and then proclaimed 
aloud th* process verbal, the formal legal 
declaration of possession: "In the name of the 
Most High, Mighty and Redoubted Monarch, 
Louis, Fourteenth of that name. Moat Chris¬ 
tian King of France and of Navarre, I take 
possession of this place, Salnte Marie du Sault. 
u* also of Lake# Huron and Superior, the Island 
of Manitoulin and all countries, rivers, lakes 
and streams contiguous end adjacent there¬ 
unto—'* 

As he finished the woods resounded to the 
loud French shouts of "Vive le Rol!” and to 
the roll of volleyed musketry, while the Indians 
drew hard upon their pipes and wondered. 

When the echoes had died away over tha 
Summer landscape. Father Allcues stood out 
and spoke In Algonquin. "It ia a good day’s 
work, my brothers, an Important work that 
brings us together in council to-day. Look up 
at the Croee which rises so high above your 
heads. It was there that Jesus Christ, the Son 
of God, after making himself a man for the 
love of men, was nailed and died, to satisfy his 
eternal Father for our sins. He la master of 
our Uvea, the ruler of Heaven, Earth and Hell. 
But look at this poet to which are fixed the 
arms of the great chief of France, whom we 
call King. He Uvea across the sea. if# Is the 
chief, of tha greatest chiefs, and has no equal 
on edrth.” 

He finished. Fusiltdes were fired: more 
“Vive le Roi’s" shouted. The chiefs and 
warriors grunted "Ho! Ho!" In polite approval, 
rose with their presents and the inevitable belts 
. of wampum exchanged that day. They did not 
understand that Saint-Lusgon had claimed for 
his sovereign ail America west of the Alleg¬ 
henies. Nevertheless, as soon as his canoes 
had melted Into the horizon they stripped th* 
post of Its evil charm.

Bitterness and hostility toward* what they consider to be an 
affront to their country in the immigration regulation* calling for 
the registration of all Chinese in Canada, whethrr born in this 
country or in China before June 30, are being voiced by Chinese 
in Victoria. 

The feeling against the regulations which have been in force 
a year, has been heightened by publicity in newspapers printed in 
the (*hine§e language and as a result of this propaganda that the 
annual observance of “humiliation day” hm* been suggested. It 
has been proposed that Chinese flags be flown half mast on July 1 
and mourning wreaths be displayed at the homos* 

NOT FOR DOMINION DAY 

Predictions of * big demonstration 
and a great mass mooting are madu 
by Chinese merchants, although they 
point out that the day bus not been 
chosen to edd to the effectiveness of 
(h# demonstration because It Is Do¬ 
minion Day July 1 has been chosen 
because it is the first day on which 
the regulations go Into effect. 

The Chinese Benevolent' Society, 
which In the words of the Chinese 
themselves, “means China in Can¬ 
ada," and the Chinese Canadian Club 
are joining in the wave of protest 
which is speeding Canada against the 
regulations. Their protests are out - 
lined lh a petition of the Chinese 
Canadian Club to the Hon. Rodolphe

“It Is not that a heavy expense has 
been put on our people, an expense 
amounting to $100,000 in this year, 
and borne by those who mostly have 
earned that money by the sweat of 
their brow It is not that many have 
had to make personal sacrifices to 
secure this registration; It is not the 
inconvenience of having with them 
at all times, whether working in the 
heat and dust of a lumber mill In a 
city or in a cannery miles from their 
homes, that we protest; these re¬ 
quirements may he borne. 

“That of which we complain la that 
we. the members of a race dlatin- 
ffUtubed In the history of the world 
for its literature. Its philosophy. Its 
art. Its material achievements. In 
fact. In all those various branches

Here he found his gravest prob¬ 
lem with the wealthy fChap. I).' 
While the rank and file of the people 
were tollng on the wall, and often 
borrowing to keep their families 
alive In the meantime, the men of 
means wers foreclosing mortgnffe* 
and even selling the children of th • 
people into slavery to realise on their 
claims. If Nehemiah could be emblt- 
' tered by opposition this Inhuman and 
unpatriotic conduct made him fur¬ 
ious. His own utter unselfishness In 
the great enterprise was the founda¬ 
tion of hla rebuke, and he so dealt 
with them that they renounced their 
claims and restored to the people 
what they had taken. In every' 
struggle for a'nation's eslatenre. you 
find the profiteer, ready to fatten on 
thoee who fight. Nehemlah'a protests 
and cursee on this type of peraslte 
may i»fm strong, but mammon ran 
take no uglier form than this, apd 
none more dangerous, and to make 
him diagnrge his gains, aa Nehemiah 
did. le the only way to preserve the 
morale of thoee who etruggls to 
save the nation's life. 

In addition to this burden there 
were active enemies who desired to 
prey on the people. Naturally they 
resented hie Interference and har¬ 
assed him at every turn. One of his 
problems was to arouse (he spirit of 
the people: they sought to destroy 
his Influence by ridicule (Chap.

For sixty years at the time of my
